Kingston, Jamaica, Jan. 14.— The 
' British steamer 1 ex in, Captain Lund, 
1 which arrived heie from Colon, Co- 
lombia, reports that when she left Co- 
lon terror reigned among the inhabit- 
ants around Panama in consequence 
of another rebel descent upon the city. 
Heavy fighting began outside of Pan- 
ama Jan. 10 and continued fiercely 
throughout Jan. 11, when the rebels 
were making a desperate attempt to 
get wV.lMn the city. The government 
troops were strongly contesting the 
advance of the insurgents when the 
Texan left. Captain Lund says the 
losses on both side* had been consid- 
erable, though without advantage 
either way. The rebels have been 
largely reinforced and were well 
stocked with supplies. Two British 
warships had arrived at Panama and 
an American cruiser was momentarily 
expected. 

It appears also, according to reports 
brought by the Texan, that business 
In Colombia is at a standstill every- 
where, that there is a general enforce 
ment of martial law, aJTd that the peo- 
ple are becoming disgusted with the 
government owing to ita failure to 
crush the rebellion. The fighting is 
now over a wtde field, and the rebels 
have become more stubborn than ever. 
Pli>grce Contempt Case. 

I>anslng. Mich.. Jan. 14. — The mo- 
tion of ex-Governor Pingree's attor- 
ney to dismiss the contempt proceed- 
ings brought against the ex-governor 
because of certain criticisms of the 
Ingham county circuit court and pros- 
ecutor in an interview with a Detroit 
paper came up in circuit court. The 
motion for dismissal alleges lavk of 
jurisdiction on part of the court. Two 
objections were raised by Mr. Steven- 
son, attorney for Mr. Pingree. that the 
governor as one of the co-ordinate 
branches of the state government 
could not be in contempt of another 
co-ordinate branch, the judiciary, and 
that the statutes limit the power of the 
court to punish for contempt an act 
committed in its presence or about a 
matter pending in court and that the 
language complained of was not with 
in these provisions. Judge Wlsner 
overruled both objections and gave the 
respondent exceptions to his rulings, 
so that the case may be taken to the 
supreme court at once. The proceed 
Ings were then continued until Feb. 4. 

Wiped Out Hi* Kaimly. 
Albany. N. Y., Jan. 14— Louis Cut 
rler, 40, cut his wife's throat, broke his 
son Archie s head with a baseball bat 
took a dose of paris green and then 
cut his own throat from ear to ear 
with a razor. All three are dead. Cur 
rier left a letter to the police which 
Aows the murder was premeditated. 
He claims bis wife bought paris green 
to poison him. It is believed his frenzy 
after klllng his wife led to the killing 
of his son, aged 12 years. A sister of 
Currier exonerated the dead woman 
and says lier brother made life wretcl 
ed for his wife, drinking to excess and 
abusing her. 

Routed by Grant. 
Manilla, Jan. 14.— Oeneral Grant, 
who is endeavoring to finish the latest 
insurrection in his district, and who is 
personally commanding his scouts at 
the southern end, reported that he had 
encountered a number of bands south 
of Buloc mountain, all of which retired 
up the hills. He says that 100 of the 
enemy, who were well intrenched, 
made considerable resistance, but were 
ultimately driven from their position. 
Four bodies of insurgents were found 
The American casualties were a ser- 
geant and one private of troop A. Phil- 
ippine cavalry, wounded. 

Lynching Averted. 

Leavenworth, Kan.. Jan. 14.— Miss 
Eva Roth, a young woman of this city, 
was attacked on the street by Fred 
Alexander, colored. Alexander was ar 
rested Bhortly after the occurrence. 
The Jail was surrounded by an angry 
mob numbering nearly 1,000, breathing 
threats of vengeance. The doorB were 
battered down, but the police had pre 
vlously aplrlted the prisoner away.

•Monkey Talk" Interpreter Left Alone 
lo Unlit For Mfe. 

Boston, Jan. 14. — Friends of Prof. 
F. G. Garner, the famous explorer, 
tclentist and author, are anxious over 
his possible fate In the wilds of Africa. 
Prot. Garner sailed from New York 
July 19, 1900; and arrived in the 
French Congo in September, where he 
was stricken with Jungle fever. 

The exorbitant rates levied upon 
him for ti asportation and the money 
already laid out upon his really Inade- 
quate equipment, fcad by this time 
made him almost penniless, and when 
his funds entirely failed his faithless 
hirelings fled, leaving him to fight the 
grim specter alone. Nov. 27 he wvoe 
urgent letters to friends In Boston, ap 
prising them of his exhausted flnanc 
and physical condition and urging that 
aid be Immediately sent to him. They 
were the last messages from hlin and 
none of the letters were received until 
the last of December Efforts were at 
once made to cable money to him, but 
cable communication could not be had 
with any bank within the vicinity of 
the police where the letters were pout* 
ed. All efforts to locate him failed. 

Street Hallway Sui te fettl'd. 
Reading, Pa., Jan. 14— The strike of 
employes of the United Traction com- 
pany which was Inaugurated Tuesday, 
has come to an end. The board of 
arbitrators having granted nearly 
every demand made by the strikers, 
the Btrike was officially declaied 
off by Organizer Jacob C. Taylor, who 
sent word to the motormen and con- 
ductors to man their cars as usual. 
The agreement calls for the reinstate- 
ment of all employes discharged since 
Jan. 1; that 16 2-3 cents an hour be 
paid beginning Jan. 16, nine hours to 
constitute a day's work; one week 
early and one week late shifts; when- 
ever a dispute arises between employer 
and employes which cannot be satis- 
factorily adjusted it shall be referred 
to a board of arbitrators. The agree- 
ment is to remain in force one year.

New York, Jan. 14.— The sensation 
on 'change was a remarkable advance 
in the price of Manhattan railway 
shares. It was rumored the Gould fam- 
ily had sold controlling interest in the 
property to capitalists Identified with 
one of the largest insurance companies 
in this city. Another story was that 
the Metropolitan Traction company 
was to take the road and guarantee 
6 per cent dividend on the stock.

San Domingo, Jan. 14. — The San 
Domlngan congress has voted a credit 
for the government to compensate the 
San Domingo Improvement company 
of New York. Control of the cuBtorns 
will continue with the government 
which will pay salaries monthly. A 
commission composed of the Dutch 
and Belgium consuls, the American 
and French vice consuls and one 
Dominican, will receive the customs 
duties. General satisfaction is felt 
throughout the country. The presi- 
dent has been congratulated on the ac- 
tion taken. All is quiet. 

Bridge Contract and Mrlbery 

Chicago, Jan. 14. — The Lafayette 
Bridge company of Lafayette., Ind., is 
awarded $24,800 In Its suit against the 
city of Streator, Ilia., the amount be- 
ing the contract price of a bridge 
across the Vermillion river at thul 
point. The contract was awarded in 
Sept., 1897. The case was made fa- 
mous by charges of bribery of alder 
men and unlawful combination among 
contractors. One alderman admitted 
having received S600 for his vote in 
favor of the contract. The bridge 
company sued for 140 ,000. 

Trouble In a Cold .Hill. 

Florence, Colo., Jan. 14 -The people 
of this city are becoming alarmed over 
the situation of the Union Gold Ex 
traction company's mill, where em 
ployes are on strike for recognition oi 
their union. Manager Mlllikea is will- 
ing to pay the union scale of wages 
but has refused to receive a committee 
from the mill and smelters' uuion oi 
to discharge non-union employes. Pre 
parations are being made to import 
Italian laborers and it is feared such 
action would result In rioting. 

Columbia. Ky., Jan. 14— Frank Ir- 
vine, a wealthy and aged farmer resld 
near Creelsboro, was burned to 
eath in his home. Mr. Irvine wa* 
akened in the night by his residence 
ing on fire, and went up stairs tc 
a trunk in which he had a sum of 
money.

Jan. 1 1.— Secretary Hay 
has received a cablegram from Minis- 
ter Conger at Peking announcing that 
theChinese plenipotentiaries have been 
directed to sign the Joint note of the 
powers. 

Peking, Jan. 14.— The joint note of 
the powers has finally been signed by 
the Chinese peace commissioners 
Prince Ching signed Saturday and Li

This brit I phfMC embo.liea the latest 
policy of the State B.iard Health, as an 
BOO Dead by the Pr* sident ol that hndy ii 
h « ultiinatum un thn Greenup affair 
N ithtuir <-«>ii Ul he more prudent, practi 
cal or jxhcioiis than the method pro- 
posed; uor would there be any HffcHW 
popular complaint, if this policy were 
adopted at once; aid, as it expresses the 
latest "official" theory touching proper 
method of suppression, it will perhaps 
do no harm to reproduce an ttnoilicial 
expression of opinion which appeared in 
the editorial columns of the Biixktin 
Friday, April L'7, 1900, shortly after the 
subsidence of the small pox panic at 
Mayslick. It will be seen that, after all, 
the Bt i.i.ETiN is, and has been through 
out, in perfect accord with the State 
Board of Health,— a clear case of pre 
established and perpetual harmony 
where irreconcilable antagonism was 
persistently alleged to exist: 

Thanks to the energetic measures 
adopted by Drs. Davis and Nhackleford, 
the sensational epidemic in South Mason 
has entirely disappeared ; and while con 
trratulating ourselves on the result, it is 
just as well that we take heed to the let 
son that this experit-nca teaches, to-wit 
that the modern epidemic confines i s 
devastations chiefly to the public puree— 
the hill of expenses being portentously 
big and the list of mortality miracu- 
ously small. Now, what is the remedv 
for this state of affairs. There is but 
one— VACCINATION. 

An eminent medical politician is said 
to have announced that it will cost not 
less than ant hundred thtmtemd dollars to 
?tamp out the contagion in this State. 
This, it is claimed, is an exceedingly mod- 
est estimate, if the present methods be 
pursued, It is said that one thousand 
dollars will hardly cover the hxal expense 
of tlx- little sin dl-p 'X brush at Mayslick, 
— not to mention the necessary official 
appropriations and the inevitable conse- 
quential damages.

The periodical smallpox 
scare is exceedingly damaging to the ma- 
terial interests of the State, and it can 
never be made a source of revenue to the 
public at large. To continue the present 
methods is to put a premium upon the 
development and exploitation ci conta- 
gious di-ease." 

To this, it may be pertim ntly added, 
that the money expended in the modett 
little epidemic «t Mayslick would vac- 
cinate at least li>e thousand persons.
